AT THE CITY HALL. 


UST PROTECT 
CITY STREETS. 


City Engineer Hamlin, through his 
chief deputy, J. W. Johnson. has sent 
® communication to the Board of Pub- 
lie Works asking that some method of 
Supervision be adopted through the 
medium of the street department to 
put a stop to unlawful work on the 
public streets. He says that the whole 
system as carried on at present is 
ineffective and barren of result. 
This communication was occasioned 
by the request of A. N. Stephens and 
other petitioners for permission to “ex- 
cavate tn Coronado street from Sunset 
boulevard to Reservoir street.” The 
Wngineer received instructions from 
the Board of Public Works to report 
as to the advisability of granting the 
request. 
Replying to the board, the Engineer 
says that these same petitioners have 
nearly finished the grading of FElsi- 
nore, Fanning and Reservoir streets 
without permit, grade, profile or other 
recognition of the city’s riehts. ‘This. 
he says, is illegal; and he expresses 
the opinion that something of the same 
kind is likely to happen in Coronadc 
Street if the request now before the 
board is granted. + 
The Engineer says that thie is a fair 
Mustration of the abuses of the pres- 
ent system of granting permits for 
making excavations in streets. He in- 
timates that many of the abuses of 
street privileges may be traced to this 
lax system of granting permits. 
A former Street Superintendent re- 
ported to the Council and Board of 
Public Works that the city is spend- 
ing $25.000 a vear In caring for streets 
that never should have been accepted 
by the municipality. Under the pres- 
ent charter provisions the city is not 
responsible for the care of a street 
until it formally “accepte" it. This 
acceptance is not made until the street 
has been graded and graveled. When 
once accepted, the city must sprinkle 
it, make repairs and accept all re- 
sponsibility for its future mainte- 
nance. 
About four veart ago the city com- 
menecel accepting streets improved bv 
the wee of “natural soil" mixed with 
of. Tt was then claimed by some that 
thin preparation is equal to a coat of 
gravel for a reridence street. While 
the natural-soi! movement held, about 
fifceen miles of strects were foisted 
on the cltvy at but slight expense to 
the owners of adjacent property. These 
streets are now grievous hurden to 
the street denartm nt, as it requires 
the constant service of one crew to 
keep them tn repair. It has been ene¢- 
gested that they be resurfaced with 
gravel;; but they have been accepted 
as improved streets and the cost of re- 
surfacing would come out of the tax 
The Roard of Public Works, of which 
Fdward Kern. now Chief of Police, was 
chairman. established a rule that no 
mdte natural-soll streets would be ac- 
fepted by the city. This rule has been 
“observed, with a few minor exceptions. 
by the present municipal Board of 
Public Works.

MPTY SLEEVE 
SILENT WITNESS. 


TALESMAN AFFECTED BY MUTE 
APPEAL EXCUSED. 


Baby's Father Railway for 
Small Son's tnfury on Electric 
Road's Right of Way Where Child 
Wandered in His Play—Another 
Ocean Parker Free. 


Nestling in the arms of his father, 
John J. Goldsworthy, little Edgar C. 
Goldsworthy, 15 months old, watched 
in silence and with wide, wondering 
eyes the selection yesterday of a jury 
in Judge Bordwell’s court to try the 
$50,000 damage suit brought against 
the Pacific Electric Railway Company 
because of an accident in which the 
baby lost his right arm last June. 
The child's littl empty sleeve at- 
tracted the attention of more than one 
person and the corporation's attorneys 
questioned the jurors closely as to 
whether their natural pity for a child's 
misfortune would affect their judgment 
of the merits of the case. One man 
stated that he thought it would and 
was excused. 
It is charged that the small boy was 
run down by a Pacific Electric car on 
Long Beach avenue, between Ninth 
and Fourteenth streets, where he had 
wandered in his play. His arm was so 
badly crushed that amputation was 
necessary and heavy damages are 
sought. The remissness of the cor- 
poration is asserted on the grounds 
that the car was negligently operated 
and that the trolley right of way was 
not fenced in, pedestrians being al- 
lowed to use jt without hindrance. 
On the other hand, the corporation 
denies the charges of negligence and 
asserts that the parents were to blame 
in allowing the child such liberty as 
to endanger his welfare. 


MUST STAND TRIAL. 
COURT OVERRULES DEMURRERS. 
Judge Smith yesterday handed down 
a decision overruling the demurrers 
that Dr. J. S. 4)wens interposed to two 
felony complaints of extortion which 
the District Attorney has lodged 
against him, and the accused will now 
have to stand trial, the date of which 
will be set in a few days. 

Dr. Owens was indicted on complaint 
of J. Whyte Evans of Portland, Or., 
who charged him with having written, 
in February and October, 1906, two let.

Owens wrote him a number of letters 
demanding payment of a balance of 
$6193 alleged to be due, and finalif 
stated that he had taken steps to have 
Evans brought to Los Angeles “‘at the
